St. Petersburg, Oct. 15.—According to 
special dispatches received heke General 
Kouropatkin had n narrow escape dur¬ 
ing the fierce fighting of Wednesday 
night and Thursday for the possession of 
Temple hill and the double-horned moun¬ 
tain east of the railroad. 

With his atnff, he was personally di¬ 
recting the fight at this point. Orderlies 
wer« constantly galloping up with reports 
from other parts of the field and carry¬ 
ing dispatches to and from the telephone 
ami telegraidi stations, which were work¬ 
ing behind the hills.

WHILE THEY SLEPT. 


RUSSIANS SAYS THERE 

HAS BEEN NO ROUT. 


Mukden. Oct. 15.—One of the bloodiest 
episodeii of the desperate fighting between 
the Shake river and Yentni during the 
la*t three days occurred at the village 
of Eudotinin, west of the railway, and 
on tiic neighboring height's, east of the 
railroad. 

TTie Japanese had been driven out of 
these position* with terrible losses, but 
on October 13th they concentrated such 
a murderous artillery fire on the village 
that it became necessary for the Ru»- 
sians to withdraw, the railway, however, 
being held. 

The same evening the Ruseim* com¬ 
mander gave imperative orders to re¬ 
occupy Endotiula. The Zarnisk regi- 
merit, without firing a single *hot, march¬ 
ed under cover of the darkne** and 
bayonetted several battalions of the 
Japanese, umuy of them died as they 
slept. . - 

A few Japanese escaped and sought 
shelter in stuck* of Chinese corn, but the 
Russians, carried away by the frensy of 
revenge, rnshed on the survivors and 
literally tore up their bodies with 
bayonets. The Russians then rolled 
themselves ill the Japanese blankets. 

But the next morning the Japanese 
again shelled out the regiment while 
their artillery came out at a run and 
secured a position eusi' of the railroad. 

Again Gen. Kouropatkin ordered fflie 
Russians to retuko the position, but the 
efforts of his troops were in vain. The 
Russians could not reach the Japanese 
trenches, so withering was the Japanese 
fire, and only a few returned where com¬ 
panies had charged. 

The companies In some cases were 
commanded by a sergenut, after all the 
officers had fallen. 

One officer, his face streaming with 
blood, limped up to a general, who was 
furious. 

“Where is your company?*’ asked she 
general. 

“This is all that is left," replied the 
officer, “it was like a slaughter house.” 

The artillery fight Wednesday was the 
fiercest of the war. The Japanese 
handled their guns superbly and chose 
splendid positions. Their guns seemed 
to have every range measured. They 
would concentrate the fire of 200 guns 
first on one place ami then on another. 

Borne of the Russian regiments were 
literally shot to pieces. 

The bombardment reached a climax at 
5 o'clock in the afternoon, when the Jap¬ 
anese tried to envelop and break through 
the Russian left wing.

1 
Thus reports from Tokio and elsewhere 
stating that the Japanese are advancing 1 
and the Russian* falling back are ac¬ 
cepted with faith based upon the previ¬ 
ous Russian retreats. 

Naturally many reports are current as !

It is freely stated that Gen. Kouropatkin ' 
was forced into the offensive by the pres¬ 
sure of the authorities. This has been I 
officially denied, and ns General Kouro- 
patkin's order to advance was given 
over his own signature, it secnig likely 
that lie will have to lH*ar all the respon¬ 
sibility. Friends of Kouropatkin aay the 
present offensive movement was inspired 
from 8t. Petersburg, us was doubtless 
General Stakelberg’s movement for the 
relief of Port Arthur, and that if Kouro- 
putkin's star has set others higher than 
. he nre responsible. 

At the same time tho supporters of 
General Kouropatkin argue that what¬ 
ever may be the direct outcome of the 
past few days' flghtiug, it is not likely 
to be an irretrievable disaster to the 
Russian army. It is pointed out that 
even if General Kouropatkin was forced 
to advance against his better judgment 
lie is too good a general to have under¬ 
taken an aggressive movement which he 
did not feel strong enough to carry 
through withont leaving open a road for

Paris, Oct. 14.-Mr. McCormick, the 
American ambassador at St. Peters¬ 
burg. left for New York on the Hamburg- 
Amcricnn fine steamer Deutschland to¬ 
day. Referring to general conditions in 
Russia, he said fo the Associated Press: 

“It is difficult for any one not living In 
Russia to realise the complete calm pre¬ 
vailing. Tho bulk of the people are 
doubly loyal to the Emperor and govern¬ 
ment, ami they have implicit confidence 
in the ruling powers and that fhey will 
take the steps necessary to bring the war 
to a successful close. Therefore, every 
Japanese success was regarded as a mere 
incident of a slowly maturing plan 
whereby the Russian arms eventually 
-would become victorious.” 

The ambassador says he saw no evi¬ 
dence that the war seriously affected 
the business of the Russians or their 
finances. 

He cited the statos of the latest issue 
of Russian bonds as an evidence of the 
standing of Russian finances, which, ho 
said, “seem equal to all present and 
fut'nre requirements.” 

He said he had observed no indication 
of aerious unrest or agitation in Russia, 
and referred to the appointment of Prince 
SviatopoUf-Mirsky as minister of the In¬ 
terior as an indication of “the desire of 
| the government fo moderate the severity 
of old Russian traditions, and of the Em¬ 
peror to overcome the restraint of th© 
traditions and to give practical effect fo a 
i modern, enlightened policy.*'

An Interesting ih-parture from the usual 
method* of studying.the similarity between 
man and tbe other primates ha* been made 
by l’rof. L'hleumuth, a noted German an¬ 
thropologist, who has recently carried on a 
series of Interesting observations on the 
blood of men; apes and monkey*. Between 
th« blood of tbe first two^thcre are many 
point* of similarity and evidences of a dis¬ 
tinct relationship, but the blood of mon¬ 
keys can readily be distinguished from that 
of men.

The Largest One Yet Found Has Boon 
Brought to White Horse. 


J. R. .McDonald, who readied town 
ten days ago, displayed a nuggef which 
he t04>k off his claim, ltl above discovery 
on Bullion, while doing assessment work. 
Tlic nngget weighs 8 ounces and 12 pen¬ 
nyweights, Is entirely free frJm quarts, 
nnd is four or five times larger than any 
nugget previously found in the Klunne 
district, Mug worth af $17.50 per ounce 
upward of $150. On the same day that 
McDonald found the big nugget he pick¬ 
ed up another worth $8. The nugget* 
were found on bedrock, four feet below 
the surface and near the bed of the 
creek.

“Richard Thomas Elliott, of Victoria, 
is appoiuted commissioner to investigate 
the state of the management of business 
pertaining to the Victoria and Esquimau 
pilotage district." ‘ 

Mr. Elliott has not received his com¬ 
mission yet, and has no instructions in 
the matter, ne is therefor© uot in a 
position to say just wheu the investiga¬ 
tion will begin. 

The inquiry arises ont of the com¬ 
plaint of the pilots, with an affidavit by 
one of their uumber, Pilot Bucknam. 
The complaint was made to Joshua 
Kinghatn, one of the pilotage commis¬ 
sion, and had reference to the adminis¬ 
tration in years past of n part of the 
finances by E. Crow Baker, the secre¬ 
tary of the pilotage hoard. Mr. King- 
ham felt it hig duty, in view of the seri¬ 
ous character of the complaint, to report 
the matter to the Dominion government 
through the minister of marine nnd fish¬ 
eries. He did ao in regular order, acting 
in conjunction With George Riley, the 
member representing the city of Victoria. 

The result has Wen that the govern¬ 
ment has seen fit to press for a full In¬ 
vestigation. and Mr. Elliott, of the legal 
firm of Higgius & Elliott, has been ap¬ 
pointed to go into the matter, There is 
no question that a wise selection has 
been made of a commissioner in the ap¬ 
pointment of Mr. Elliott. Possessed of 
a judicial mind, he will make a full in¬ 
quiry into the charges laid against the 
secretary of the pilotage board, nnd the 
subject will thus be cleared tip. 

The hoard as at present constituted is 
composed of Capt. W. GranJ^ Capt. J. 
G. Cox, A. B. Fraser, sr., aud Joshua 
Kingham. The ground for complaint 
antedates the appointment of all of these 
men. 

Particulars of the matters to be in¬ 
vestigated are already fnmiMur Xti read¬ 
ers of the Times, having beep given in 
these columns some weeks ago.

tric projectiles. The Germans have 
designed ninl coustrqcted in large quqnr 
tities small mobile cupolas for exterior 
operations, these cupolas beiug armored 
boxes, provided with a small rapid-fire 
cannon. They are also provided wiih de¬ 
tachable wheels and are easily moved 
from place to place. 

Of all the materials for the couetruc- 
tiou of forts the only one that resists the 
effects of modern artillery is concrete. 
When it is employed with a thickness of 
about eight feet the concrete presents a 
curious phenomenon which constitutes the 
whole of its value, that is, it acts uud<er 
the blows of projectiles in the same way 
ns a thick malleable mass incompressible 
would act tinder the effect of repeated 
pressures which are insufficient to pene¬ 
trate it. Projectiles do not produco 
cracks and holes as in masonry, but a 
simple compression. The second blow, 
which is given near by, does not add its 
effect to the first, but fills to an extent 
I the first hide because of the lateral pres¬ 
sure produced. For certain purposes a 
Still Greater Resistance 
is obtained by means of concrete through 
which are passed bars of soft iron. 

In the snme manner that the forts 
themselves have changed, so the obstacles 
surrounding them have been completely 
transformed. We no longer observe the 
immense trenches between the walls as 
is still to be seen in the old walls of 
Paris, buf on the other hand these objects 
are replaced by grille work and nets of 
iron wire. The bars of the grille work 
solidly placed in a foundation of concrete 
nro often topped by laces and sharp 
points which render their passage very 
difficult. The wire is twisted in every 
direction through iron pegs separated 
about three feet from each other, the*© 
pegs themselves beiug held in place by 
blocks of masonry.

Iu no part of the world has the woman 
spy been brought to the point so near 
perfection as in Europe, and it may be 
unhesitatingly said that in Russia, which 
fairly swarms with eyes and ears of the 
Cxar, the dashing, beautiful woman, of 
high breeding and title, perhaps, has be¬ 
come the most necessary arm of that un¬ 
derground system which appears to read 
thoughts as well as detect designs. 

At the present time the secret servico 
of both Russia and Japan is naturally 
most active, and it must not be forgotten 
that Japan, too, has made use of women 
to ferret out the intentions of the Rus¬ 
sian government regarding the present 
war. i 

They are not, ns a rnle, Cowever, Jap¬ 
anese women, who are singularly unfitted 
to the delicate task. .To meet the Rus¬ 
sian spy on his or her own ground the 
Japanese have, it is said, secured the 
services of some of the cleverest women 
in Europe, many of them French wo¬ 
men, anil often their visible means of 
support is by acting. 

The Japanese police and military sys¬ 
tem has, of course, its secret service; 
hut it is not nearly so ubiquitous as is 
J the so-calhil third section of the Russian 
police.

SPEED OF AUTOMOBILES. 


... Simper In F Summary of the Laws Now in Force ia 
... Simper In F Various Countries.

Hon. John Scott-Montagu. M. P., 
briefly summarizes, in the North Ameri- 
enu Review, the laws governing automo¬ 
biles in various countries. The United 
States fixes a maximum of twenty miles 
an hour on open roads, but makes the 
automobillst responsible for nny accident 
ocpdrring when passing another vehicle 
ondomestic animal. In France the speed 
^eighteen miles an hour. In Germany 
ItfYOTies, but eighteen mile* an hour 
seems to be the maximum. In towns the 
maximum rate varies from five to nine 
miles. Iii Metz nineteen streets are 
entirely closed to motors. In Switzer¬ 
land the motors are very nnpopular, and 
in some cantons they are prohibited alto¬ 
gether. In Belgium It is 18% miles on 
country roads and six miles in Brussels. 
The laws of Italy resemble those of 
France. No foreigner is permitted to 
drive in a motor in Germany unless he 
has « certificate in his own country, and 
these certificates must Ik* examined and 
passed by the German authorities. The

Mr. Robinson is highly pleased with 
the results of the seasou’s work of his 
company. In the eariy part of the year 
there was a considerable delay owing to 
hard pan being encountered/ This delay¬ 
ed thoae operating the dredge in reaching 
bed rock. That reached, the results have 
been very satisfactory. 

They are working the dredge on Gold 
Run in 32 feet of earth. This averages 
from surface to bed rock $3 to the yard. 

All the timber and a large part of the 
machinery is on the ground for the new 
dredge, which the company is putting in.
